[THE monologues at this year’s Amer- 
_* ican-israal Dialogue have surprised 
i Israelis. Most of them assumed that the

If there 
is no nation, there is nothing to talk 
about. 

Professor George Steiner, for in- 
stance, who writes of the “atavistie 
spectre of tribalism" as the nightmare 
of our. age, on another page, appears 
to-grant validity to Israel and Zionism 
only in so far as it has given shelter 
to refugees hounded by other nation- 
alisms. It is a sufficiently common error 
of the late-comers to Zionism and leads 
one to think that all our efforts to ex- 
plain ourselves to the world have been 
in vain. The dream of Zion was that 
it should be Zion, built with all the 
knowledge born of a people's history 
and homelessness, not a bombshelter or a 
refugee camp. Nor even an America, 
bent on the urgent melting down of its 
uneven components, but uncertain in 
what mold to recast the metal. 

Prof. Steiner, in fact, holds a view 
that was popular in Germany in 1920 
~—— that the fate of the Jew predisposes 


7 him _ to internationalism, and that it

“that the Jew, 


is his duty to convey this superior un- 
derstanding to a world shackled by 
barbaric nationalism. There are many 
people in this country today whose first 
motive in coming — or so they believed 
~— Was that only here could they fight 
for socialism and internationalism, 
where they could be internationalists 
from a basis that would make sense to 
other nations living in nation states, 

There is both logic and humility in this 
view. If there is arrogance in the ancient 
Jewish belief that it is an am seyula, ἃ 
specint people, there is surely Jess arro- 
gunce, today, in seeing this as something 
which the people should work out and re~ 
ereate in its original home, for better or 
worse, than in believing that the Jews are 
endowed with a superior ‘political umder- 
standing with which they. must save the 
rest of the world from itself. 

The far-left youth of America, a good 
part of which is Jewish, does not share 
this pleasing fantasy, which is as old as 
the "evlightenment," the emerging of the 
Jews from the ghettoes of Europe into a 
rupidiv developing society. Most of them 
discard thelr Jewish background entirely, 
ia a genulne attempt to escape from na- 
lionalism and war. How far even America 
is from ἃ real escape from these bonds 
has been made only too plain during the 
pust few years by the sudden realization 
of the American Negro that he has not 
hud uw square deal because he is black, and 
that progress is for the few. It has proved 
that the New Left cannot help him. You 
vannot be emancipated by others; you can 
only emancipate yourself. That has been a 
hasic tenet of Zionism, and it remains true 
fur _uthers. 

These, our guests, are “uncomfortable at 
the Balfour Declaration,” but grateful 
tivat Isravl exists in case their children 
yhould necd a refuge from pogroms some 
duy; they see nothing but arrogaace in 
the Bible — perhaps they should read it 
inore carefully — yet believe the Jews 
have a great spiritual mission to the 
Gentiles; they are a little sad that they 
ure not fully accepted by the New Left 
hevause of their “commitment to Israel."

Jerusalem cafe 
biasted; nene hurt 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

About 50 persons inside the Orient Res- 
taurant in the centre of Jerusalem Iast 
night had a miraculous escape when they 
remained unhurt from an explosion that 
went off at the entrance at 9.35. 

The blast could be heard all over Je- 
rusalem, bué it caused only material 
-damage, destroying the restaurant's store- 
room, part of the entrance’s roof, and 
most of the cafe's window panes, At the 
time of the blast there were about a dozen 
East Jerusalem residents in the Orient, 
who were held by police for interrogation 
snd also in order to protect them from 
the angry crowd that rushed to the Orient 
right after the explosion. 

The only person hurt was Mr. Klein, a 
distributor for “Hamodia,” the Agudat 
Yisrael newspaper. He was assaulted: and 
knocked down by the crows, which 
though he was an Arab, when he tried to 


leave the Orlent right after the explosion. ἡ 


Biro “Mushe Loebénthal, a private detective, 
wax playing chess with Mr. Klein at the 
Orient's chess room, right oear the entrance, 
when he b the blast and was almost thrown 
over the table. All the lights went out and he 
eculd hear only the hysterical screams of some 
women inside the cafe. Together with some 
other men he blocked the door to prevent people 
both from leaving and from entering. One of 
the waiters, an Israeli Arab from Ta: 


helped to kecp all the people insido the cafes 

Mr. Avraham Levy, the owner of the 
Orient, was calm and collected when he 
told The Post few minutes after the blast 
he did not mind the damage as long as 
nobody was hurt. 

The explosive charge, which police es- 
timate to have been about half a kilo- 
gram, was placed in one of the crates 
of empty beer bottles in the store-room 
at the left side of the entrance. Al- 
though the store-room was destroyed, a 
man who was in an adjacent toilet at the 
time of the explosion escaped unhurt. 

Nitzav Shaul Rosolio, Southern Police 
District Commander and Jerusalem Police 
Commander Sgan-Nitzav Daniel Bareli and 
other senior officers’ arrived at the 
Orient shortly after the blast and took 
personal charge of the investigation. There 
was s0Me tension in East Jerusalem late 
Jast night as police put up road barriers 
following reports that a group of Israelis 
had tried to stone an Arab taxi near the 
Old City’s New Gate. x 

The Orient is on Rehov Ben-Hillel, be- 
tween King George and Ben-Yehuda Street 
and is one of Jerusalem's late night spots 
where some underworld characters also 
gather. The possibility that some internal 
gang-war may have been the cause of the 
explosion is not entirely ruled out. 

At the time of the blast, Rehov Ben- 
Hillet wag crowded with people who had 
come out from the first performance in 
the near-by cinemas.

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Algiers puts 
off decision - 


ALGIERS (Reuter). — The Algerian Ca- 
binet yesterday postponed a decision on 
the fate of 12 Israeli men and their 
hijacked El Al airliner detained here for 
the past nine days. 

The Cabinet, under the chairmanship of 
President Houari Boumedienne, ‘said that 
an appropriate solution would be found 
once an inquiry now under way had been 
completed. 

The Cabinet communique said that the 
legal and political aspects involved in the 
hijacking could not he dissociated. 


Our Diplomatic Reporter adds: 

Israel not consider releasing cap- 
tured ‘terrorists for the return of the ἘΠῚ 
Al plane and Israelis, official sources in 
Jerusalem said last night. Asked to com- 
ment on specuiation about such an Israel 
“gesture,” the sources said political pri- 
soners were not involved here, but ter 
rorists convicted by due process of law. 

Israel, it was said, was demanding the 
unconditional release of the hijacked 
plane and Israelis in conformity with in- 
ternational practice. 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban last night 
expressed optimism regarding the chances 
that Algeria will release the | hijacked 
EI Al plane and the crew and passengers. 
Interviewed on Israel TV's first news ma- 
gazine, Mr. Eban said the most recent 
reports he received yesterday indicated 
the Algerian Government had been im- 
pressed by international influences and 
would be able to withstand internal 
pressures against the release. 

He said this attitude should be en- 
couraged and hoped that just as the Al- 
gerlan authorities had shown a clvilized 
attitude toward the abducted crew and 
passengers, they will also find a way for 
a "civilized solution” and release the plane.

Mr, Sapir's inaugural speech was re- 
markable for its conciliatory tone. . 

He said his main task would be to eli- 
Minate the last vestiges of separate iden- 
tity dividing Mapai, Ahdut Ha’avoda and 
Rafi. 


Mr. Sapir will officially leave the Trea- 
sury on Sunday. His portfolio will be 
transferred to the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry, Mr. Zeev Sharef, while Mr. 
Sapir himself will remain in the Cabinet 
without portfolio. 

Mr. Eshkol told the Secretariat that 
following Mrs. Golda Meir’s resignation, 
he hod decided that Mr. Sapir was the 
most suitable for Secretary-General for 
the year till the convention.

The ambush secured at 5.30 3.Π|, yesterday. 
The Jordanians, hidden in the reeds on the 
east side of the river, opened fire with a 
machine-gun.

SAIGON (AP), — A total of 4,500 fresh American troops have arrived in South 
Vietnam to bolster Allied defences just below the eastern flank of the demili- 
tarized zone. 2 military spokesman announced yesterday. The troops are members 
of a brigade of the U.S. Fifth Mechanized Infantry Division. They were air- 
Jifted from the U.S. into Danang and were immediately moved to the northern

have made it possibla for the Jew to 
exist as stranger in a land of strangers; 
they do not cancel out Jewish strangeness. 
Forthermore, the atypical character of 
American Jewish experience renders ex- 
tremely questionable the value of the 
moralistic, anti-mational and messianic 
political sentiments of American Jews 
when these sentiments are applied to the 
prosiens faced by Israel 


To its genuine credit, the Israel com- 
munity seems to understand the realities 
of naked power. Admittedly, the Israel 
State can be annihilated or overwhelmed 
by superior power. Nevertheless, lsraelis 
realize that their survivel is far less im- 
periisd as long as they possess the ca~- 
pacity fer the intelligent use of deter- 
rent violence. They comprehend, as un- 
fortunately few Diaspora Jews understand 
even after the gas chambers, that under 
coaditioas of radical stress no peopie can 
with wisdom alicw survival to aepend 
upoa the morality or the generosity of 
strangers, 


One of the saddest aspects of Diaspora 
Jewry ig the extent to which many of its 
best young people have developed a ra- 
dizal antipathy towards Israel following 
the 1967 war. Jewish messianic optimism 
refuses to die. Young Jews give their 
passion and their strength to every man's 
ecuse save their own. Since 1967, indif- 
ferent to the Arab.determiration to anni- 
hilate Israel, they have been shovked at 
the fact that Israel has had to live by 
the rules of naked power and interest. 
Frequently pacifist in the countries of 
their origin, they have been appalled by 
Israel's resort to military force. Coming 
from communities lacking power or. ex-: 
perleuce with power, they are hostile 
when, faced with the necessity of Ysrael’s 
military occupation of ~territories inha- 
bited by non-Jews. Members of a minor- 
ity group forever seeking the legal im- 
provement of its status, they have found 
it difficult to appreciate the ironies and 
the necessities which haye conipelled Is- 
raelis to behave as woud any majority 
determined on the maintenance of its 
own dominance. Lacling real insight into 
their own identities as Jews, they are 
threatened by the assertion of explicit 
national identity on the part of the Is- 


Middle class utopianism 


In many ways these young men and 
women of the New Left crystallize the 
messianic liberalism which is largely the 
dominant ideology of America’s upper 
middle-class Jews. Their parents are still 
bound to Israel by ties of emotion and 
the hideous memories of World War IL 
For the young Men and women of today's 
college generation, the holocaust has little 
reality. It might as well have happened 
bundreds of years ago as far as’ many 
of them are concerned. Israel must face 
the possibility of the increasing alienation 
of the most sensitive leaders of the Dias- 
pora, imbued with messianic libzralism 


‘and alien to the realities of power and © 


decision-making within their own country, 


. from a Jewish State which will have 


to live by the same consideratons of in- 
terest and power as any other national 
community in order to survive. Different 
modes of political existence cannot be se- 
parated from the modes of psychological 
identity they both reflect and foster. Dias- 
Bora and Israeli Jews have a common 
past. They have almost diametrically op- 
posing presents. It is difficult to envisage 
8. coDtmon future, unless Diaspora Jews 
are tragically compelled to leave the 
lends of their sojourn and return to the 
land of their origin. 


Israelis may wonder whether there is 
any possibility of a life in the Diaspora 
with dignity for the Jew. There is, al- 
though I fear that this life of dignity is 
more likely to be possible for individuals 
than for the Jewish community as such. 
There is nothing wrong with heing a 
stranger and 8. sojourner, provided one 
is undeceived about one’s real status. 
‘What I find most problematic in Amer- 
jean Jews is not that they are to 8 
degree alien from the American main- 


about themselves and lack clarity of vi- 
sion as to who they are: Self-knowledge 
is 2 form of real power.

The Israel delegation — Knesset members, 
university professors, civil servants, jour- 
nalists and others — presented 2 variety 
of views. While most face the world and 
its problems with purely secular prac- 
ticality, Dr. Urle! Simon of Bar Ilan Uni- 
versity made a stroag claim for relt- 
gious nationalism: “If I have to choose 
between the national arrogance of Dr. 
Steiner and the national humility or Aha- 
ron Kedan, I prefer to agree with Dr. 
Steiner. For me, it is ordained by God 
that the Jews are unique and always will 
be. Jews are not brilliant because they 
are persecuted, but because they stand 
for certain values.. The greatness of 
Zionism js that it is a national movement, 
As a matter of fact, studies here have 
shown that Arabs living in Israe? in ef- 
fect ‘become Jewa.’ They learn to acquire

ATIONALISM and tribalism — its 

atavistic spectre -— are the nightmare 
ot? our age. In their hollow name human 
beings have visited, and are visiting, luna- 
tic ruin on one another. In the wake of 
8 coloured plece of cioth nailed to a 
stick, over the matter of 5D miles of 
stony ground, men otherwise rational are 
prepared to perpetrate any measure of 
violence. The reasons for this lunatic pa- 
rochlalism, for this recrudescence of tribal 
savageries which the 18th century had in 
significant measure overcome, are difficult 
to make out. The passionate desire of 
Men to be only with their own kind even 
where such localism is economically sulci- 
dal (in Belgium, in the Alto Adige, in 
Nigeria) may entbody a desperate reaction 
to the splintered, intellectually. fluid cha- 
racter οὗ modern technological civilization. 
Unable to cope with the world we cling 
‘to our village. 

But whatever the deep causes, the con- 
Sequences are getting piainer and plainer: 
armed with modern weapons of mass de- 
struction. and manipulated by the ‘neo- 
primitivism’ of electronic hysteria, national- 
ism may bring on final wars, warg with 
no calculable aftermath. 


This crisis, this “barbarism of blind loy- 
aities," must Jead one to rethink this 
whole matter of “beionging” and “trea- 
son.” There may be a sense in which the 
act of treason is a premature but pro- 
phetic image of sanity. It may wel] be 
that we shall not survive unless a num- 
ber of men and women — few at first, 
more by force of example — free them- 
selves from the myths of nationalism and 

that whereas trees do indeed 
have roots, human beings have legs with 
which te move freely among each other. 


Ἂς may: be that the right course is for 
all of us to learn that we are guests 
of each other as we are, demonatrably, 
guests in the bio-chemical and inorganic 


. totality of creation. And if it be true that 


to be a guest is a marginal condition 
under pressure of psychological and social 
stress, it is no less true that such a con- 
dition can be richly creative. 


Status of a guest 


Far from resenting his guest-status in 
the Gentile communities or, more accurate- 
ly, armed camps of the Diaspora, the Jew 
ought to weicome it. To those who arcuse 
us of harbouring divided loyalties, we 
answer that our loyaliies are ag divided 
as-are the possibiHtes of right action, 
that they cannot be fixed because they 
are at all times subject to moral re-ex- 
amination. To those who denounce us be- 
cause we have vever fully accepted the 
hopes or purposes of the nation-state in 
which we are citizens, we say that no 
nation-state so far established by men has 
produced hopes or purposes fully accept- 
able. When mocked for imperfection of 
native speech, for our failure to achieve 
some final, samnambular at-homeness in 
the idiom of our community, we plead 
guilty, and say that with Heine and Kaf- 
ka we seek to look at reality not through 
the slit of one language but through the 
window3 of several. To those who vaunt 
their ancestral graves, we confess that it 
is not the most ignoble of fortunes to die 
in exile, that Marx lies in Highgate and 
Freud in Golders Green and that Einstein's 
ashes were scattered off New Jersey. 

The condition of the Jew in the Dias- 
pora predisposes him toward international- 
ism, towards a refusal of patriotic idols 
to whom he has never, in fact, been 
granted complete access. But there is 8 
far more ancient mofive for Jews, or a 
certain number among them, to lead the 
marginal, unstable life of a guest. The 
question of the historical sources of na- 
fionalism and racism ig a vexed one. 
Clearly, the Attic view of the “barbar- 
jans” was not gracious and the Chinese 
sense of superior destiny, of the unique 
stature of the Middle Kingdom among 
lesser and tainted breeds, does go back 
thousands of years. Nevertheless, Judaism 
played its part. Whatever modern apolog- 
ists may argue, the thrust of ethnic ar- 
rogance, the dramatic concept of a nation 
chosen among all others for revelation 
and & unique kinship with the Deity. the 
notion of history as singular, destined un- 
folding — these are unmistakable in the 
Books of Moses, in Joshua and in Judges. 


Bible abused 


Wherever a nation has thought itself 
exalted over others by fiat of God or his- 
tory, whenever conquest or enslavement 
have been sugared over with the rhetoric 
of pre-eminent destiny, the phrases of the 
Old Testament have rung out. We hear 
them today in the mouth of apartheid. 
Nor are these images of a chosen people, 
of a seed covenanted 89 no ‘other, wholly 
irrelevant to the hatred of the Nazi for 
the Jew. A parody of Mosaic and Davi- 
dic term is visible in the mauseating 


fan purity, in their vision of pro- 
oa from which inferior tribes 
to-be scoured or sent forth as

the importance of moral valnes, they 
learn to prefer other ethics ta vislence.” 

For the Israelis, it seemed a niaiter of 
describing ~— from various points of 
view == the fact of living in Israel. 
For the visitors, it seemed a matter of 
justifying — also from various pomts 
of view — the fact of not Jiving in Is- 
rael. While the former poxition ruas into 
all sorts of practical problems and issues, 
the latter seems to run more to personal 
contradictions and involvements. 

One of the visitore with the most 
brilliant of international reputations, Pro- 
fessor George Steimer of Oxford, set a 
distinguished standard for the galhering 
with his scholarship and style. A speaker 
capable of using phrases like “centripetal! 
mimesis” with easy flair, he at the same 
time stressed his humility as an “out- 
sider" and the inappropriateness of mak- 
ing pronouncements which, in fact, only

Worse than a parody; @ satanic travesty. 
yet related if not to what Judaism itself 
has made of these Biblical passages, then 
assuredly to what others have made of 
them. 


Thus it may be that the Jew bears 
some part of the historical respozsibility 
for the crime against man that is tribal- 
ism, chauvinism, the myth of raclal elec- 
tion. That crime almost annihilated the 
Jewish people in this century, coming 
like ἃ boomerang out of a travesty of the 
remote Judaic past. Now it may. be our 
task to undo, by the mere, bana] example 
of our uprooted personal lives, something 
of the lunacy. To be wanderers and scat- 
tered among nations may, for some of us, 
be ἃ Moral necessity. 


How does such a stance accord with 
the claimg and needs of the State of 
Israel? Since 1948 Israel has survived 
through a constant miracle of cohesion, 
of compacted national consciousneys. In 
Israel, extreme patriotism {dare one say. 
chauvinism) has not been a vanity, but 
an indispensable mechanism of continued 
national existence. Which is as it must 
be. Yet there is here a divergence, if 
not an outright clash, of ideals. The case

Where to go 


But even xs one usks such a question, 
the answer or, rather, counter-questions 
comw through with urgent plainness. 
Where else should the hounded rennants 
of European, East European and Middle 
Eastern Jewry have gone? Where but in 
Israel will my children find refuge wher 
next the pogromy start in, xay, Rabat 
or Argentina ur perhaps MississippiT I 
speak of iosternationalism, of being 8 
guest In diverse languages and cultures. 
For how many outside an intellectual or 
artistle metier in such a formula any- 
thing but ἃ fantasy? And could my self- 
respect, my sense of spiritual identity 
really endure if the State of Israel was 
to be destroyed? To which, quite simply, 
the answer Is, No. 

Here again, as in the matter of Israel's 
taking over of Palestine, there is no 
way. out of the simultaneoug pressures of 
contrasting hopes, of conflicting yet es- 
sential forms of morality. I see no way 
except the awkward jf bracing staace of 
the equilibrist. Though “stance” is wrong; 
one must keep moving. In other words: 
someone like myself must do what he 
can, financinlly, by means of information 
and argument abroad, to support the 
Stats of Israel —~ knowing full well how 
little he contributes so long as he does 
not settle in Israel with his children 
But at the same time he must work ἴον 
ward the evolution of political concepts, 
of habite of personal and social feeling, 
which will subvert tribalism and the na- 
tionalist mystique, He must simultaneous- 
ly labour for Israel and against it — 
or, More exactly, against aN those forms 
of power relation and nationalist senti- 
ment which compe! Israel to be an armed 
state, just another nation among nations. 
For I am arrogant and dreamer enough 
to believe that we Jews were meant for 
something More Unusual.

‘OST travellers on the main road be- 

tween Jerusalem and Bethlehem probab- 
ly are not uware of the construction of a 
centre of major interest to the Christlan 
ecumenical movement taking place a few 
hundred metres from the Mar Elias monas- 
tery. The Ecumenteal Institute for Advanced 
Theological Study is taking form near the 
junction ta the uoce-divided village of Beit 
Safafa. 

The project ig actively sponsored by Pope 
Paul VI, whe is said to have been inspired 
by the idea during hls historic pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land. The planning of the La- 
stitute began in April, 1964, followed by 
long negotiations with the Jordanian autho- 
rities, selection of the site, architect's draw- 
ings aod other pre-construction work. The 
Six Day War intervened, but the project is 
going on as originally planned, with admin- 
istrative procedures now being handled by 
the Jerusalem Municipality, and actual 
constructio® has begun. 

The birth of the Institute, unique in its 
ecumenical aspirations, can be traced to 
the Second Vatican Council! four years ago. 
The Pope was deeply impressed by the large 
number of non-Catholic observers at the 
conclium in Rome, and by their ecumenical 
resolve. Cooperation between all the church- 
85, More than co-existeace, received Papal 
blessing. Scientific theological research to 
explore the causes of the schisms which his- 
torically split the Christian world, was seen 
as an. instrument for Christlan unity. The 
printed proposal on the project records: “In 
the course of his pilgrimage to the Holy 
Laad, Paul VI considered giving concrete 
effect to this suggestion In the shupe of an 
ecumenical research Institute at Jerusalem, 
for this city clearly manifests the essential 
bond between the Church and Jesus Christ " 

In April, 1964, the Pope requested the 
Rev. Theodore M. Hepsburgh, President of 
the Internatlonal Federation of Catholic Uni- 
versities and President of the University 
of Notre Dame in Indiana, U.S. to “take 
the necessary steps for setting up an in- 
stitute to be conducted in a truly ecume- 
nical and ouolversity manner” <A 
provisional commission, within which 
an executive committee was formed, 
began work immediately. The sessions ef 
the Vatican Council, as wel! as many jour- 
neys to North and South America, Jordan, 
Lebanon, Egypt, Greece, Switzerland, Eng- 
land, and Japan, enabled the commission to 
achieve its alm of remaining in continual 
contact with the “separated brethren.” 

One of the latter, the proposal says, ex- 
pressed the choice which had to be faced:

Bought from Knights of Malta 


Two months after the war, Rev. Heps- 
burgh came to Israel, He is a personal 
friend of the Pope, and incidentally an old 
friend of Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
when he was Ambassador in the U.S. 
The establishment of the Institute was en- 
trusted to Rev. Hepsburgh. To all practical 
purposes the Institute is a project of the 
American Notre Dame University. Here, he 
outlined the dectsion to bulld the institution 
in Jerusalem, The Vatican, he reported, had 
some two years before acquired from the 
Knights of Malta a property of 130 dunams, 
on a hill between Mar Hilas and 
Rachel's Tomb at the entrance to Bethie- 
hem. Thia property had been selected part- 
ly because of Jordan's ban on the establish- 
ment of new church property. 

The plans were drawn by the architect, 
Frank Montana, Dean of the Faculty οὗ 
Architecture of Notre Dame. The technicai 
execution was given to an American-trained 
Arab clvil engineer, Yosef Anton Khoury, 
who has an office ἴῃ East Jerusalem. The 
negotiations with the Jordan authorities 
went on for years. Permission to build was 
obtained 10 days before the Six Day War. 

Last August, Rev. Hepsburgh visited 
friends in the Hebrew University (Includ- 
ing Prof. Binyamin Mazar the archaeolo- 
gist), and met with Mr. Eban, and Jeru- 
salem Mayor Teddy Kollek. 

“Pleasantly surprised,” he plunged Into 
the complexities of building Ucences and 
other formalities. Large funds were involv- 
ed, said to run into several millfon Israel 
pounds. Thig ts apparently being raised from 
private American sources, ᾿ 


In September he appointed Dr. Hanan 
Clidor to represent the Notre Dame pro- 
ject in Israel, Mr. Cfdor, former Ambas- 
sador to Holland, had been with the 
Foreign Ministry from its inception. An 
economist by training, he has considerable 
business executive experience and is cur- 
rently board director of several local and 
overseas enterprises. After World War II 
he served in Geneva for five years with

Ts. abduction ofthe Hil Al airlinar 11 
days ago seems to - Indicate’ a new 
phase in the harassment -techniques of 
the varioys*Palestinian terrorist organiza- 
tions. - The new methods apparently 
emerged-‘from- last month’s ‘congress of 
Palestinian organizations in Cairo, and 
can be seen as an admission of failure 
in the guerrilla war tactics adopted until 
now, Apart from hijacking aircraft, other 
measures seem to have come under con- 
sideration: a spokesman for the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine has 
spoken’ of his organization’s preparedness 
to earry out “political assessinations.” 
. The terror groups appear to have turned 
to acts of bravado in order to continue 
existing. Their Ieck of organization was 
recently stressed in an interview by King 
Hussein, and their “public statements” 
were criticized in -the Calro daily “Al- 
Ahram” this week by the head of the 
Egyptian intelligence, Amin al-Huweidi. 
‘The Arab states are inevitably involved 
in the new phase of activity, and the ter- 
rorists will have to struggle for full recog- 
nition in the Arab capitals rather than fight 
on or inside the borders of Israel], where 
they have been effectively countered. 

Security circles told The Jerusalem Post 
this week that 1,453 saboteurs are now 
in Israel custody. Of these, 953 were cap- 
tured in Judea or Samaria and 500 in Gaza, 
where over 1,000 men were released between 
October 1967 and April 1968, either for 
lack of evidence or after completing short 
terms, including a number pardoned on 
Moslem festivais. Since the Six Day War, 
some 150 saboteurs were killed in porder 
clashes and over 50 were wounded. 

The figures reficct the determination 
of the Arab terror groups to infiltrate and

AMILTON Fish has been called 

“father of the American Balfour De- 
claration.” In 1922, he introduceda resolu- 
tion in the Congress, supporting the crea- 
tion .of a homeland for Jewish refugees 
from Hastern Europe in Palestinc. The 
resolution passed both houses and was 
signed by President Harding September 
21, 1922. 5 

“I introduced the resolution at the re- 
quest of my friend, Henry Holtzmann, 
Federal Judge Julian W. Mack, Rabbi 
Stephen Wise and my lawyer, Lawrence 
Berenson,” Mr. Fish says. “But the deci- 
sion was all my own, for I believe it was 
the right thing to do.” Mr. Fish was then 
@ young Congréssman, who had just left 
the U.S. Army with the rank of Colonel 
and with @ Silver Star and a Crokx de 
Guerre. 

Mr. Fish spent 25 years in Congress, a 
staunch Republican and outspoken foe of 
dictatorship, especially the Soviet brand. 
He was a member of the first Congres- 
sional commitee investigating Communist 
-activities in America, and served for some 
time on the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

He says the Soviet Union represents to 
him all there is that is objectionable in 
political Hfe — intolerance, fear, and lack 
of freedom. “They even do not let out 
‘the people who want to leave.” 

Despite his prior Interest, this is his first 
visit to Israel. Four years ago, he visited 
East Jerusalem on a tour of the Middle 
Bast, but could not cross through the 
Mandelbaurm Gate because the involved 
Procedures would have taken too lung. 

It was only after the Six Day War that 
Mr. Fish, no longer in Congress (“my son 
now runs for it"), but still active in Re-

After his visit, he says he is convinced 
that Israel, “a gallant, great littl: coun- 
try.” Is determined to keep alive — and 
free. In this endeavour Israel should be 
aided by all that America can produce: 
“Give them Phantoms, if they need them 
— indeed, give them anything they need, 
anything the American Army can dis- 
pense with.” 

“I am convinced that Israel is at the 
dawn of its history,” Mr. Fish says. He 
clted the remarkable progress of Israel in 
the past 40 years. “Where there is such 
faith and determination,” he says, ‘the 
future cannot go wrong.” Mr. Fish says 
Israel is inexorably in the camp of the 
freedom-loving nations. 

The defence of freedom is a tradition in 
the Fish family. One hundred years 
ago, another Hamilton Fish,the U.S. 
Secretary of State, denounced the persecu- 
fion of the Jews in Rumania. He wrote 
that “the grievances adverted to are so 
enormous as to impart to them on in- 
ternational character in redress of which 
all countries, governments and creeds are 
alfke interested.” In 1943, his grandson, R. 
Hamilton Fish, introduced in the House of 
Representatives a resolution using exactly 
the same words in denouncing Hittcr’s ex- 
termination policy. 

Mr. Fish says the U.S. has “a moral 
obligation, short of war, to provide the 
State of Israel, as soon as the war in 
Vietnam has ended, with our surplus mo- 
dern armaments, so that they can defend 
themselves.” 

Mr. Fish, a tall, upright, plain-speak- 
ing Presbyterian, says American Jews were 
“deceived by late President Franklin Ὁ. 
Roosevelt, whom they thought to ὃς their 
friend. In the coming elections, Mr. Fish 
thinks the U.S. will elect a Republica:

Where has all the 
“locas” gone and where can one get it 
now in London? I bellere it grows freely 


in Israel. 
And I echo that question “Where 
is the bokser?" albeit from a dif- 
ferent angle. . 
It has been pointed out that a list 
of the trees mentioned in the Bible 


trees which grew in the Land. of Is- 
rael during the Biblical period. The 
number hapaxlegomena, of trees 
which are mentioned only once, is 
unusually large, and their inclusion in 
the Bible is almost accidental. There 
must have been some which for some 
reason or other did not qualify for 
inclusion, and -among them, as Pro- 
fessor Judah Feliks points out, the 
carob is undoubtedly one, It ig in- 
digenous to the Land of Israel: it 
figures prominently both in fact and 
in legend in the Talmud; it i 


medieval and modern scholars to 
identify trees which are mentioned in 
the Bible with it. Some modern scho- 
lars, for instance, identify it with the 
Tirzah of Isaiah 44.19. Saadya Gaon 
and Ibn Janah identify it with the 
“nechot” mentioned in the patriarchal 
narratives (Gen. 37.25;) which would 
make of it one of the delicacies car- 
ried by caravan to Egypt. 

The most interesting reference to 
it however, is in the Midrash to Isaiah 
1.27, which occurs in the Haftarah of 
this Sabbath. Homiletically it reads 
the ἐν “Herev T'uchlu” — “ye 
shall devoured by the sword” as

He was director 
of military industries 1945-26, and thén 
assumed the post of deputy chief of Ha- 
gana 5:8}. With the formation of the Is- 
rael Defence Forces, he became Quarter- 
master-General, and between 1950 and 1955 
was O.C. Central and Northern Commands. 

After serving as Ambassador to the So- 
viet Union from 1955 to 1958, he returned 
to Jerusalem to become Director-General 
of the Labour Ministry. uotil 1960, when 
he was appointed Ambassador to Argen- 
tina. He ig married to the writer Yemima 
Tchernovitz, has two children and is a 
long-standmg resident of Jerusalem.

TEL AVIV.—The top Histadrut economic 
bodies will review the special conditions 
and extra emoluments awarded by Bank 
Hapoalim to two of its veteran mansgers 
on their retirement. 


Sources close to Hevrat Ovdim, the 
Histedrut holding company, yesterday in- 
timated that it was likely to overrule the 
unique arrangement awarded by the Bank 
te its veteran General Manager, Mr. Ab- 
raham Zabaraky, and Finance. Manager, 
Mr. Nahum L. Lifshitz, The attitude of 
Hevrat Ovdim ie that “it 15 unacceptable 
that managers of Histadrut corporations 
should continue in managerial capacities 


after retirement.” 


It was pointed out that not only were 
the two retired managers being asked to 
continue to represent the bank, Irraci's 
third largest, on various official commis- 
sions, but that Mr. Zabarsky would re- 
main at the head of one of the bank's 
subsidiaries. Hevrat Ovdim ia also inclined 
to demand that Bank Hapoallm cancel 
the arramgements made for the two men 
to retain their chauffeur-driven cars, spe- 
cia] offices and private secretaries, " 


Meanwhile, it was confirmed that Mr, 
David Cochav, at present with the World 
Bank aud a former senior Treasury offi- 
cial, and Mr. Ya'acuv Levinson, Hevrat 
Ovdim’s top financial expert, are slated to 
enter the Bank Haposlim Board and 
Management, It was said that the candi- 
@acy vf Mr. Moshe Bitan, Deputy Direc- 
tor-General of the Foreign Ministry, was 
no longer being considered.

HAIFA.—A new electronic instrument plant, Monsel, will be’ established here 
by the giant Monsanto Company of St. Louis in partnership with Furon Elec- 
tronics, Elron’s General Manager, Mr. Uzia Galil, announced at a press con- 
ference yesterday. The new plant, which will engineer and produce electronic 
test and measuring instruments, for sale by Monsanto through its worldwide 
marketing grganization, it to start production within two months. 


By the end of the year it will have 100 
employees, mostly women assemblers, and 
will move into permanent premises in the 
advanced technology centre now being 
built on the southern outskirts of the City. 

Mr. Galil aaid that the initist investment 
willl be $800,000. Monsanto will he the 
senior partner, with 4 60 per cent interest. 
Scheduled production for 1969 is $1.5m. 
worth of iastrumentation, all based on 
micro-electronics, and 90 per cent of it 
earmarked for export. Announcement of 

the formation of Monsel was made simul- 
taneously by Monsanto in the U.S. which 
said that “Elron’s technical and marketing 
capabilities uniquely supplement our own.” 

Mr. Galil noted that during the past year 
Monsanto had already marketed $300,000 
worth of Elron instrumentation. The new 
firm plans to concentrate on the devclop- 
ment of instruments that will complement 
Monsanto's lines. He said that the agree- 
ment represented a nevr departure for Is- 
rael's electronic industry, which had now 
reached the stage where it could go into 
partnership with large foreiga concerns 
and complemen: thelr production Jlnes. 

In reply to questions he said that the 
Elron-Elbi, companies would more than 
double the!lz production to Tu12m. (half of 
it so for export} during this financia! year, 
and according to thelr plans, would keep 
on doubling it annually for at least the 
mext three years. The firms, in which the 
Discount Bank Inveatment Corp. holds ἃ 
large interest, now employ 350 persons, in- 
cluding 55 engincera, 12 mathematicians 
and four physicists. Elron has just signed 
up seven More engineers and mathemati- 
clans in the U.S., four of then: Israelis, 

Orders for 70 Etbit-100 desk-top cum- 
puters developed by the company, are now 
in hance from the U.S, and France, and 
further orders are expected. The Hibit-100 
costs $5,000.

Jews mutually 
indispensable’ 


REHOVOT. — The sixth anoual American. 
Israel “Dialogue” closed last night with ἃ 
plea by Rabbi Arthur J. Lelyveld of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, President of the American 
Jewish Congress, that American Jews and 
Israelis recognize they are “indispensable 
to one avother.” 


Rabbi Lelyveld, who presided at the 

four-day meeting of intellectuals in the 
Weizmann Institute here, declared: “With 
out Israel] to make us aware of our res- 
ponsibilities aod deepen our search for the 
Meaning af our heritage, we American 
Jews might easily become a placid element 
in the stream of Jewish history, Without 
-a vigorous Jewish community in the U.S. 
and other western lands to support Israel 
and keep the State alive to its long-range 
objectives, Israel might degenerate into a 
militarized, levantinized state, inviting 
destruction by failing to stand for its own 
future.” 


Prof. Percival Goodman, of Columbia 
University, said that “if Israel has any 
mission, it must be, in the words of Micah, 
‘to do justice, to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with our God.'" 

Amos Bilon, Israeli newsman and author, 
told the panel he was “shocked” by actions 
of the Israeli chaplaincy: corps in “mili- 
tarizing” Judaism, He drew a sharp re- 
joinder for Sgan-Aluf Mordechai Piron, 
assistant Chief Chaplain, who declared: 
“To the extent that one must make war 
to defend one’s life and one's people, any- 
one who fights for Israel is obeying the 
highest commandments of our faith.” 


Knesset Member Mordechai Stern (Ga- 
hal) retorted: “Let's keep God out of Is 
rael’g9 wars. I pray to God to help us, But 
I wouldn't dare make our diplomatic con- 
frontations ἘΠῚ war.”

‘U.S. Jews today 
more insecure 
than year ago’ 


EFAR SABA. — “The Jew in the U.S. 
today feels psychologically. lesg secure than 
a@ year ago,” Rabbi Richard Hirsch, dlrec- 
tor of the religious actions centre in Wash- 
ington D.C., yesterday told the North 
American Labour Zionist Conference at 
Beit Berl. 


‘While the Jew in the U.S, might well 
feel loneliness, Israel in contrast gave 2 
sense of psychological security und a 
framework for socia) idealism. “I believe 
Israel will become more and more of a 
magnet for American Jews, for idealistic 
Jewish youth," the Reform Rabbi deciared. 

Dwelling on racial tensions in the U.S., 
Rabbi Hirsch urged American Jews to take 
social action in fighting the trend to an 
apartheid society. “In a war between black 
and white, the Jew is neither,” he said. 

Mr. Yitzhak Ben-Aharon told the con- 
ference that immigration would remain 
a basic issue for Israel for many years to 
come. The country had not the pre-condi- 
tioms to provide people here with riches, 
though a few had made excessive profits. 
As in the past, the immigrants had to 
shape a society and economy in thelr own 
image, 

In reply to questions from the floor, Mr. 
Ben-Aharon admitted that pride in wark 
in Israel, and thus productivity, still lagged 
far behind the U.S.

When the hearing on the application 
opened yesterday, the bench, comprising 
Justices Berinson, Manny, and Halevy 
wanted Mrs. Albeck to explain why the 
Lands Administration should not agree to 
Mr, Ziskind's “apparently justified" de- 
mand. 

Mrs. Albeck noted that about 50 bache- 
lors had signed up, and agreeing to Mr. 
Ziskind’s demand would make it necessa- 
ry to go through the whole registration 
Process all over again. “Meanwhile,” she 
sald, “the down payments of 1,400 per- 
sons are frozen, and it would be unjust" 
to make an exception just for Mr. Ziskind. 

The Justices then held a consultation, 
und suggested that the drawing be put 
of still September 1, with anyone married 
by that date eligible to participate. 


Dayan: Zionism 
comes dear 


SOMEWHERE IN ISRAEL. — Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan said yesterday 
that “if we wish to continue working 
in Israel for the Zionist ideal. against 
the wilk of the Arabs, we shall have to 
reconcile ourselves to the idea that it 
ls going to cost us human lives.” 

Speaking ut the passing-out ceremony 
at the Command and Staff College, Mr. 
Dayan, quoting the late Atthur Rupplo. 
sald that now, as before, “what the 
Arabs would give us we cannot accept, 
and what we need they will not grant 
ur.” 

Mr. Dayan did not betieve that the 
Arab countries today, supported by the 
Soviet Union, were any readier to accept 
Israel's «xistence than the Arabs of Pales- 
tine had been in Ruppin's time. “What 
could be more tangible,” Mr, Dayan said, 
“than the Israeli presence on the cease- 
fire Innes, But still the Arabs do not 
accept this as a fact. ‘The Arabs can 
also point to facts—their numbers in the 
area, for Instance. Thus we see that 
facts do not bring us any nearer to 
peace—which is all that we ask for.” 


Eight more families 
to live in Hebron 


The Military Government has approved 
the applications of eight more families 
to join the families living in the Military 
Goverament compound in Hebron. “Itim” 
reported yesterdity. 

Quoting settlers, “Itim” said tents huve 
heen set up in the compound to relieve 
the congestion in the rooms which the 
Milftary Government assigaued to them. 
The Defence Ministry is considering a 
Plan submitted by the settlers for the 
construction of permanent housing, as 
well as for a yeshiva and school build-

To judge by the muffled sound, the shell 
had been weil covered before belng set off, 
io prevent damage to the Wall or other 
structures. 

Just beyond the group of old buildings, 
in the centre of the Wall, prayers con- 
tinued uninterrupted while the shell was 
being exploded.

Iragi President Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr 
swore In ἃ mew, 26-man Cabinet yester- 
day, Baghdad radio reported. The ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council, which 
al-Bakr himself heads, named the Presl- 
dent as Premier and Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces. 


The new Cabinet Included 11 members 
of the short-lived Government of Abuul-

ter Ibrahim al-Daoud, was sacked and exiled 
Tuesday. Gen. Haxdan Takriti was named 
Defence Minister and Gen. Shieh Ammash 
was named Interlor Minister. The two 
generals, members of the Revolutionary 
Council, also were named Deputy Pre- 
miers. 


+ The Cabinet, the second since the July 
17 coup which toppled the regime of 
Abdul-Rahman Aref, !s the 14th in the 
10 years following the overthrow of the 
Iraqi monarchy in July 1958 It 15 a 
coalition between the “moderate” Ba’'th- 
ists, who are bidding to distinguish them- 
selves from the Syrian Ba'thists, and 
“progressive independent" elements, 


The Cabinet includes two Kurdish min- 
isters, Mohsin Deyze, Minister for North- 
ern Affairs, and Housing Minister Ihsan 
Shirdaz, both foliowers of Kurdish leader 
Mustapha Barazani Two other Kurdish 
members of the Naief Cabinet, not fol- 
lowers of Barazani, were absent from the 
new Cabinet. Dr. Abdul-Karim Sheikhly, 
a 35-year-old physicist, was given the 
Foreign Affairs portfolio. 

The Egyptian Middle-East News Agen- 
cy said the new Cabinet yesterday freed 
several leftists, some of whom have been 
in custody since the 1963 coup headed by 
Abdul-Salam Aref. In an obvious gesture 
to boost ties with Cairo, Baghdad Radio 
last night broadcast a message from Pres- 
ident al-Bakr to President Nasser Inquir- 
Ing about the latter's health.
